1 AvupiroR of EXCISE, at the EX CIS E-

2 Employment, you are to take the Teff and Abju- 

| ration Oaths, as preſcrib'd by the ſeveral ACTS 

| of Parliament; baving firſt, in order thereto, receiv'd 

the Sacrament upon a Sunday, in ſome Pariſh-Church,. 

in the Preſence of Two Witneſſes; and you are to 
take a Certificate thereof, ſign'd by the Miniſter 
and Church- Wardens, in the Preſence of the ſaid 

Witneſſes; and the ſaid Two Witneſſes are alſo to 

appear in the Court where you take the OaTus, 

to prove that you received the Sacrament, and that 

; the Miniſter and Church- Wardens fign'd the Certi- 
ficate. And you are to inform yourſelf in all the 

. Laws relating to the Revenue, that when you ſhall 

de call'd before any Juſtice of the Peace, you may 

| be able to give a ſatisfactory Account of your Pro- 

ceedings. And you muſt demean yourſelf reſpectful- 

g ly to all Magiſtrates, and civilly to the reſpective 
Perſons you ſurvey, ſhewing your Commiſſion 
(which you muſt always have with you) to any 
whom you ſurvey, if it be demanded. 
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DIRECTIONS rw OFFICERS, WW 
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} I. You are to ſurvey your Common U 
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hereunto annex'd. And you are to enter in your 
Leidger all your Gages, Stores, Lengths declared, and 
ſilent Surveys, regularly one under another; and 
when the Copper is ſilent, and there is a Guile de- 
pending in the Houſe, you are to write [ Copper flent | 
under the Gage. And you mult take a Gage of 
each Wort fo toon as poſſible after it is out of the 
Copper, and make frequent Returns ro the Brew- 
houſes, and at uncertain Times; and at each Return 
rake Gages on the depending Guiles, and of what 
Worts are off, (tho' no more be off, than were when 
you were laſt there) always endeavouring to bave a 
cold or confirming Gage, as well as a warm one on 
each ſeparate Wort, inſerting the ſaid Gages and 


Times of taking them in your Leidger, betore you 
go from the Brewhouſe z and you muſt caſt up thoſe 


Gages by a Table- book, that is examin'd and fign'd 


by your Superviſor. And where there is a Wort in 


the Copper of which you have not had a Gage, 
you are to return at ſuch Times (the' in the Night) 
that you may get the beſt Gage thereof; but if the 


aid Wort hath done boiling, and is not ſeparated from 
the Hops, either in the Copper or Hop- back, you 
are to take the true depth thereof, and write [Hot] 
over it, but not make any Charge therefrom, unleſs 
you have good reaſon from your ſubſequent Gages 


to believe that ſome Part of the ſaid Wort hath 
been privatcly convey'd away, or fraudulently diſ- 
pos'd of; in which Caſe, you are to charge from 
tuch Gage, making ſuch Allowance only as you 


think is reaſonable on Account of Heat and Hops. 


And you mult frequently examine and remark the 
Condition of the Under-backs, to prevent any 
Fraud that may be committed by leaving a Part of 
a Wort therein, eſpecially when the laſt Wort is in 
the Copper: And where you find a Hop-Liquor 
left in the Copper, you are to obſerve carefully how 
the ſame is diſpos'd of, that no Fraud be cover'd 
thereby. And where any of your Brewers brew 
entire Guiles of Strong, or party Guiles, as the 
Worts come off, you muſt Character rhem in the 
following Manner, viz. if but Two Worts, the 10 h. 
and the 24 bl if Three, the 1 h. the 25 m. 
and the 3“ bl. = and if Four, the 1* h. the 2 m. 
the 30 n. and the laſt bl. = and this Character 2 
muſt be us'd for all ſtrong Worts that are down in 
the Tun. And if it happen that part of the ſtrong 
or ſmall Worts remain in the Backs when the Length 
is declar'd, you are in ſuch Caſe to uſe the proper 
Character, as it is declar'd, whether & or vi. And 
where Brewers brew entire Guiles of Small, you 
muſt Character the Firſt Wort thus [5], the Second 
thus [ Sc. And if when the Length is de- 
manded, the Worts being ſeparate, the Brewer will 
declare the Length to be all Small, tho' ſome of the 


= Worns be of a better Quality, you are not to make 
yaus Charge from ſuch Declaration; (though the 
fame mult be inſerted in your Book) but y 
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[F] 
remark ſo much of that Guile Strong, as appears to 
you at that Time to be above the Quality of Small, 
and charge it accordingly: And that the Brewers 
may not be miſ-led, you are firſt to acquaint them 
with this Direction, which probably will prevent 
their declaring the Length, till all the Worts are 
down, and mix'd in the Tuns. 

II. Lou mult be careful to take the Goods of 
each Guile, and inſert them (in even Inches) in a Pa- 
rentheſis under your Gage, and caſt them up, com- 
puting whether the Quantity of the Drink, drawn 

therefrom, be anſwerable to the Quantity of Malt: 

Ml/,aking alſo all poſſible Obſervation of the Quality 
of each Brewer's Drink at his Cuſtomers Houſes, 
whether it be anſwerable to that which he ſhews 
you at his Brewhouſe. 

III. You muſt be careful to demand as ſoon as 
you can, after all the Worts of a Guile are brewed 
off, how much Strong- Beer or Ale, and allo how 
much ſmall, the Brewer intends to make of each 
Guilez and inſert the Anſwer you receive in your 
Leidger, with the Perſon's Name who gave the 
ſame; and if any part of the Guile be cleang'd, be- 
fore the Brewer has declar'd how much Strong, and | 
how much Small he intends to make of ſuch Guile, 11 
(he having been required by you fo to do) you are : 

FO to charge the whole Guile Strong, and acquaint 5 

wo your Collector or Superviſor therewith the firſt 
Opportunity, And if it ſhall happen that any 
Brewer will declare his Length, when a Wort, or 
part of a Wort, remains in the Copper, you are to \

not to uſe any of his Small, to make up his Quan 
Worts are miſſing, or that any of the ſtrong W 
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beſt Gage of each ſmall Wort, and make your 

Charge of Strong and Small from the ſeparate To- 

tals of them; or from any better Gage that you 
afterwards take of the Strong or Small, when part 

thereof is up, and part down; or when all is down 

in-the Tuns. But where the Brewers make up their 

Length of oucey by part of the Wort, or Worts 

intended for Small, or & contra, you are to collect 
the beſt Gage of each Wort, and add them toge- 

ther: and from that Total (if moſt) or from any 

mix'd Gage of Two or more Worts together, or 

from any Gage that makes a better Total, deduct 
the Small declar'd, and charge the Remainder ES 
Strong: But if the Strong declar'd, or any ſubſe- 
— Gage thereof exceed ſuch Remainder, charge 
rom that. Or if there be any ſubſequent Gage of 
the Small better than when the Length was de- 
clar'd,. that is to be the Charge. And you muſt be 
careful, by attending the Brewers Cleanſings, by 
Draying them, or by what other Means you find 
molt effectual, to prevent the uſing of any part of 
the Small as Strong. 

V. Ur o taking the firſt Gage of every Guile, 
you mult take an exact Account of the Stock or 
Stores of old: Drink; and likewiſe do the ſame, as 
ſoon-as the Length is declar'd z and at ſuch other 
Times, as you judge moſt proper to detect or pre- * — 
vent any Fraud: And it there be any Common 1 
Brewer that dwells ſo far from the Place of your * 
Reſidence, as that you commonly ſurvey him but <'# 
once a Day, you are to ſtock the Storehouſes every 
Day, as well when the Common Brewer is ſilent, 
as when at work, diſtinguiſhing at all times Re- 
turn'd-Drink from the reſt. And if any ſuch Re- 
turn'd; Drink ſhall be us'd amongſt New Drink, you 
arc to charge it again as New; or if it appear to 
you, that any of the Drink in Stock, which hath 
not been return'd, is alter'd in its Qgality from 
what it was when firſt charg'd, by adding thereto

the ſame again, if added to New Drink of another

your Stock- book, before you leave each Houſe; and 


I A$ eon as zou have been round your Diviſion, you 
= arc likewiſe to enter the ſame in your Journal,

you muſt take entire Gages on thoſe Guiles which

according to the Scheme at the latter end of theſe 
Inſtructions; and as you go round your Diviſion, 


were brew'd off the Day before, entring the faid 
Gages, with the Hour of ang them, in your 
Stock- book, before you depart the Houſe. And 
you mult take a Gage of each Wort as ſoon after 
it is out of the Copper as you can, that you may, if 

offible, have diſtin Gages on each Wort: And 
From the beſt ſeparate Gages of ſtrong Worts added 
together, or fiom an entire Gage thereof, if better 
than the Worts; or from the Increaſe in Stock, if 
that exceed the beſt Gage, you muſt make a Charge 
of each Brewing. And if your Diviſion is ſo. large, 
that you cannot have a Gage on each Wort diſtinct- 
ly at all your Victuallers, you are to take the 
G48 on the Worts diſtinctly at as many Places as 
you can; ſometimes at one Houſe, and ſometimes. 
at another; and you muſt take care to Stock your 
Diviſion at ſuch times as may leaſt hinder your 
taking Gages, tho', you Stock not the whole in one 
Day, yet ſo as the whole be ſtock'd thrice a Week, 
or at leaſt five times a Forinight, and that you never 
be above three Days wide in the ſaid Stocks. 


DIRECTIONS ro OFFICERS 
who have RIDES. 


I. YE are to make your Reſidence in the 
Market-Town or other chief Town in 
your Diviſion, which you are to Survey and Stock 
according to the Directions given to Officers in 
Foot-walks; but if your Ride have no conſiderable 
Town in it, you muſt (with the Advice of your 
Superviſor) ſo fix your Place of Refidence, as that 
every Branch of the Revenue may be beſt ſecur'd. 


II. You are to take as many Gages in your Ride 


as poſſible, and uſe the beſt Means you can to find 
out the beſt Lengths of every Vidtualler in your 
Diviſion; and at ſuch times as you cannot have a 
Gage, and you find the Tunnage ſhort of the beſt 
Lengths you us'd to have by Gage, you are to in- 


form yourſelf, whether the ſame Quantity of Malt 


was us'd in that Brewing, which was us'd when you 
had ſuch beſt Lengths: You are alſo to obſerve whe- 
ther the ſame Quantity be tunn'd, and whether an 
Plus-drink remains, and whether any has been ſola, 
drunk, or otherwiſe diſpos'd of; ſo that by the 
Confefſion of ti Victualler, or by any other Means, 
you may be enabled to charge 4 whole Quantity 
of Drink then brewed, in ſuch Manner, as that 
max PR the ſame upon any Occaſion. 


. WHERE you can ſurvey your Diviſion in 388 
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Diviſion cannot poffibly be rode under two Days, 
you are to ſurvey and ſtock the ſame three times 
a Week, or at leaſt five times a Fortnight; but not 
in a conſtant Courſe, nor beginning always at the 
ſame Place, but ſometimes ride the ſame Round 
twice together, that ſo by ſurveying the Victuallers 
at Times unexpected, you may have the more 
Gages on their Brewings, and more probably diſ- 
cover Fraud: And that the moſt material part 
of your Diviſion may be cloſely attended, where it 
happens that any inconſiderahle Victualler lies fo 
remote as to cauſe any Neglect therein, you may in 
that Caſe make ſuch cautionary Surveys only as 
our Collector and Superviſor ſhall think — 3 
ut before you aſſume that Liberty, their Direction 
muſt be enter'd and ſign'd by them in the Front of 
every Exciſe-Book. And at each Survey you make 
upon any Victualler in your Ride, you are to enter 
the Time of your Survey on a Paper left for that 
Purpoſe, in ſome uſual Place in the Cellar or Houſe , 
and when you find him 1997 25 to brew, you muſt 


enter on the faid Paper [Pr.] if ee [Br. J when 


you have a Gage, enter | Ga.] when a Charge 2

I, XNJOQU are in the beginning of your Exciſe- 

Y book to enter an exact Scheme of your Di- 
viſion, with the particular Page where to find each 
Place in that Book, which is to be ſign'd by your 
Superviſor and yourſelf, and as you go round your 
Diviſion, where you find any Perſons Brewing or 
preparing to brew, and where you have any Gage 
or Charge of a Brewing not before remark'd in 
your Book, you are to enter proper Remarks there- 
of at the end of your Stock-book, in all reſpects

the Area's of all your Maſh-Tuns, » Unders 
backs, Guile - Tuns, or other Utenſils commonly 
us'd: And where you have any Guile-Funs, or other 
Rounds or 'Tubs, that are not regular, and for which 
one mean Diameter will not ſerve at every Depth; 
then you are to enter in your Stock- book the Area's 
of the Diameters, in the middle of every Ten In- 
ches from the bottom upwards z as you ſee in the 
Scheme of a Stock- book hereunto annex'd. And you 
are in your Town to take a Gage of all Strong and 
Small every Day untill the fame thall be tunned, and 
the next Day after to ſhew it in Stock, if the Na» 
rure of your Buſineſs will admit. And where you 
take a * on Worts ſo warm, as to require the 
Allowance of one Tenth for Waſh and Waſte, you 
are to mark the ſame with a [w] over the Gage, 


and deduct one Tenth in cafting. And when you take 


the laſt Wort of a new Guile, if any former were 
not cleans'd upon your Morning Survey, you muſt 
not fail to rake an Account thereon, either by 
Gage or Tunnage; and you mutt never enter a ſe- 
cond or third Gage, Cc. in the firſt Gage's Place. 
You are alfo to take Gages of the Goods as often ay 
you can, tho' the Worts are not fit to be gag'd at 
the Time of taking them, and inſert them in your 
Stock-book. | 

II. Vo v are to keep all the Casks in each Victu- 
aller's Houſe fairly mark'd with White Lead and 
Oil, and reduce their Number to as few as you ca 
that the Stocks may not be extended to an unneceſ- 
ſary Length; and where you find any Casks but part 
full, you muſt enter the Ullage at the end of the 
Stock, according to the Method now preſcrib'd in 
the Specimen for a Stock-book, and the true Con- 
dition of the Cask in the Body of the Stock : Andif 
any Cask for Ale or Cyder be miſſing, you are to 
enter in the Place thereof a Cypher, with a Dot in 
the middle of it, thus [O] and to make diligent 
Searchland Enquiry where the ſame is, or how dif- 
pos'd of; and you mult uſe the ſaid Character [O 
even in thoſe Columns of the Stock, where thereare 
no Contents of Casks enter'd. And if there be bur 
one Cask in the laſt Column of the Stock, you are 
to make uſe of the ſaid Character ro compleat that 
Column; and at the end of the Stock to uſe this = 
If any Casks come into Stock in the middle of a 
Round, you are to enter the Content juſt over the ſaid 
Casks; and when you have any By-casks, you are 
to place them at the End of the Stock, and to place 
the Content juſt over them at every time that they 
are fill'd. You are to enter one Cypher before Depths 
and Diameters under Ten; if the Depth is leſs than 
one Inch, then two Cyphers before the Decimal Part, 
and to enter a Cypher after every Depth and Dia- 
meter at even Inches; but you muſt not enter Depths 
and Diameteis in the Columns of fix'd Utenſils; 
and you muſt repeat the Diameters to every Gig: 


you take in By-tubs; and when you have ee, 
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than one Survey or Gage at a Houſe on the ſame 
Day, the Day and Time is to be enter'd to ever 
Viſit; and not the Word, Ditto, or Do. You mult al- 
ſo place your Characters cloſe over your Worts, and 
dot or daſh off the vacant Columns in the Gage 
Place before you depart the Houſe, and make your 
Charges in the Stock, like thoſe in the Specimen 
of a Stock-book. When a Victualler, or Common- 
Brewer, brews two Days together, and declares, 
that the ſmall Worts of the firſt Guile will be brought 
over the Goods of the ſecond, you are immediately 
to gage ſuch v Worts, and Character them with a 
large Roman R] and not with +; and if upon 
your ſubſequent Surveys, you find the ſaid Worts ſo 
return'd or brought over, which (if poſſible) is to 
be done in your Sight; you are to expreſs in your 
Book, that the ſaid Worts were return'd upon 
the Goods, and in ſuch caſe not to charge the 
Small ſo return'd. And whereas ſeveral Perſons do 
diſpoſe of, or ſell their ſmall Beer raw or unboil'd, 
you muſt endeavour (where ſuch Practice is) to ſur- 
vey before any is diſpos'd of, and take a Gage there- 
of, either in the Under-back, or other Veſſels where 
you find it, and make a Charge thereof. 

III. Ir you happen to make any Miſtake in your 
Stock or Gages (which Gages you are to caſt up 
and bring forward every Night) you muſt enter a 
Memorandum of the ſame againſt ſuch Error in the 
Bookez and make your Charge as it ought to have 
been, if no ſuch Miſtake had been committed. And 
you are to uſe your utmoſt Diligence to prevent, or 
detect any Fraud that may be acted to the Prejudice 
of the Revenue: And upon your Diſcovery thereof, 

ou are not to make any Compoſition for the ſame, 

ut give your Collector or Superviſor a true Account 
thereof in due Time, to the end that legal Proſe- 
cution may be made. 


IV. Vo v are to keep by you a Dimenſion-book, 


wherein you muſt enter the Dimenſions of all the 
Utenſils of every Victualler, with the Length, 
Breadth and Area of each Cooler, the ſeveral Dia- 
meters and Area's of each Maſh- Tun, Copper, Un- 
der- back, Guile-Tun, Round and Tub; as alſo the 
Dimenſions and Contents of all the cloſe Casks, 
according to the Scheme hereunto annex'd : And 
when yon find any Alteration in any of the Utenſils, 


or any new ones erected or brought in, you muſt 


Gage the ſame, and enter them in the ſame Book, 
caking a Memorandum thereof; and acquaint your 
Superviſor therewith as foon as poſſible. And when 
any Tuns or other Utenſils are erected or alter'd in 
the middle of a Round, you are to place the Area's 
thereof immediately over that Gage, which is firſt 
to be caſt by them. 

V. You are to have the new Stock-book ready 
tranſcrib'd from your Dimenſion-book, and the laſt 


Stock from the preceding Stock- book againſt the 
40% Ab, Sch, 8th and 9th Round Sittings, wo 
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[ 17 ] 
all the Ullages of Casks that were depending in that 
Book; which you with your Superviſor are to exa+- 
mine from the Dimenſion-book, and old Book, up- 
on y: Tranſcript thereof. And you are always to 


ſet the Character of v over Casks of ſmall Beer in 
the Tranſcript · Stock; as well as when any new Small 
comes into Stock at other Times. You are to caſt 
up your Books perfect, and ſign your Voucher and 
Abſtract at ſuch Times as may not hinder your ne- 
ceſſary Surveys, which with the Liſt of the Arrears 
due in that Diviſion, your Dimenſion-books, Inſtru- 
ments, Acts of Parliament and Inſtructions, you are 


to attend at the Exci/e-Office, at ſuch time as your 


Collector ſhall appoint. 

VI. You are diligently to enquire after, and care- 
fully to take an Account of all Drink ſold at Fairs, 
Wakes, Revels, Chutes, or any other publick or pri- 
vate Meetings; and then to demand and receive the 
Duty for the ſame: But you muſt not (at your Pe- 


Til) receive the Whole or any Part of the Money 


due for ſuch By drinks, without giving a Receipt at 
the ſame time for the Money you receive; expreſſing 
therein the Quantity and Quality of the Drink, the 
Day when charg'd, and the Day when you receive 
the Money; and you are to keep Stock on all By- 
brewers, raking Gages on as many as you can, and 
enter them in your Book in the ſame Manner as Vic- 
tuallers, only diſtinguiſhing them by the Word| By- 
brewer]; but when the Drink is in Casks, and you 
have charg'd all that they have in their Poſſeſſion, 
your Surveys need only be cautionary, and not ſo 
frequent as upon Victuallers; and upon receiving the 
Duty, which they are to pay before any of the Drink 
be ſold, you are to bring them rogether on one Leaf 
of your Stock-book, as is exemplified in the Scheme 
of By-Ales, at the end of theſe Inſtructions. But 
thoſe Perſons who uſually ſell Drink at Fairs, Wakes, 
Sc. and brew as well for their Families as for Sale, 
have a Liberty to Enter, and pay the Duty for what 
Drink they ſell at the Fair only, and are not requir'd 
to enter all in their Poſſeſſion: But then they are to 
ſhew you all their Drink, that you. may have Re- 


courſe to, and keep a Stock upon it: And you may 


admit them to poſt Entries, if they will ſell any more 
than they enter'd at firſt, as is exemplified in the 
Scheme. And if by any Means you find a greater 


Quantity ſold, than was enter'd, you are to charge 


it, whether Strong or Small; and acquaint your Col- 
lector or S therewith, that the Offenders 
may be legally proſecuted. And all theſe Particulars 
you are upon the Collection Day to enter into the 
Collector's Books for Fairs and By- Ales, and ſign your 
Name thereto, and pay the Money you have receiy'd 
for ſuch By-drinks to your Collector. And you are 


not to receive the Duty of Exciſe of any Perſon - 
_ whatſoever, (except for By-Ales at Fairs, (#c.asafore- _ 


ſaid) nor bring the Money of any Brewer, Vietuallen, 


Diſtiller, &c. to the * nor take up any [Ar $ . 1 
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1 — receiv'd for Ale or Cyder, brought into, or

rears between the Rounds, without Directions firſt 
had in Writing ſign'd by your Collector. 

VII. You are not to return any as By-brewers 
but ſuch as fell only at Fairs, and on other acciden- 
tal Occaſions; nor are you to keep any Perſon as a 
By-brewer that ſells Drink above two Rounds toge- 
ther, And when you diſcover (cither by Notice or 
otherwiſe) any common Brewer, Victualler, By- 
brewer, or other Perſon chargeable with any Duty, 
who has begun to work, and has not been ſurvey'd 
before in the Books then in uſe; you are immedi- 
ately to enter at the end of the Journal the Day of 
the Month when you made ſuch Diſcovery, with 
the Perſon's Name and Place of Abode, and if the 
Place be not enter'd in the Scheme of your Diviſi- 
on, you are to mention between what two Places the 
ſame is ſituated, with the Diſtance in Miles from 
cach.
